RALPH  E.  KENNICKELL,  JR. 
BECOMES  2 1ST  PUBLIC  PRINTER  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 


President  Reagan  has  named  Ralph  E.  Kennickell,  Jr.  as  Public  Printer  in 
a  recess  appointment  made  December  11,  1984.     As  the  21st  Public  Printer,  the 
39-year-old  Kennickell  heads  the  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office  (GPO) ,  one 
of  the  largest  printing  and  information  disseminating  organizations  in 
the  world.     With  more  than  5,500  employees,  GPO  is  the  largest  industrial 
employer  in  the  Nation's  Capital. 

Before  his  appointment  as  Public  Printer,  Kennickell  served  the  Reagan 
Administration  at  both  the  Treasury  Department  and  the  Small  Business  Admin- 
istration. 

A  native  of  Savannah,  GA,  the  new  Public  Printer  went  to  work  in  1971 
for  the  Kennickell  Printing  Company,  a  family-owned  firm  since  1892.  Proud 
of  his  heritage,  he  speaks  of  being  reared  in  the  tradition  of  a  "printer's 


Kennickell  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  from  1967  to  1971.  His  first  tour 
of  duty  was  as  an  artillery  battery  commander  in  West  Germany  from  1968  to 
1970.  In  early  1970,  he  became  combat  commander  of  a  mobile  advisory  team 
serving  in  the  Mekong  Delta  of  Vietnam.  Before  his  honorable  discharge  as 
a  captain  in  the  Army  Field  Artillery  in  1971,  he  had  earned  the  Vietnamese 
Cross  of  Gallantry  and  the  Bronze  Star. 

He  attended  public  schools  in  Savannah  and  in  1967  received  a  bachelor's

CLASSIFICATION  MANUAL 


In  August  1983,   the  Library  Programs  Service  awarded  a 
contract  to  Mrs.  Mae  Collins,   former  Chief,  Library 
Division,  to  develop  a  Classification  Manual.     The  Manual 
is  intended  to  describe  the  development  of  the  SuDocs 
Classification  System  and  to  formalize  procedures  for 
assigning  Superintendent  of  Documents'  classification 
numbers  to  U.S.   Government  documents.     The  Manual  will 
discuss  the  history  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents' 
classification  scheme,   the  formulation  of  author  symbols, 
series  designations,   and  book  numbers.     Congressional  and 
related  publications  and  exceptions,  problems,  and  mis- 
cellaneous instructions  will  be  discussed  in  their  own 
chapters. 


At  the  request  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing,  the 
draft  Manual  has  been  submitted  to  Karlo  Mustonen,  Mary 
Elizabeth  Poole,   Roberta  Scull,   and  Tae  Moon  Lee  for  review. 
The  review  period  ended  on  August  31,   1984.     Publication  of 
the  Manual  is  anticipated  in  1985. 

The  Manual  will  be  distributed  to  all  depository  libraries.

INSPECTIONS 

The  Depository  Library  Inspectors  examined  232  libraries 
in  Fiscal  Year  1984.     Since  six  of  these  depositories 
fell  below  standard,   they  were  placed  on  probation.  Six 
other  depositories,  put  on  probation  during  Fiscal  Year 
1983,  were  reinspected  and  removed  from  probationary 
status  because  of  significant  improvement. 

This  past  year,   the  inspection  schedule  concentrated 
primarily  on  the  Midwest.     During  Fiscal  Year  1985,  the 
itineraries  will  focus  on  those  libraries  which  were  last 
examined  prior  to  1980. 

Joseph  McClane  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Chief  Inspector.     Two  people  have  been  nominated  to  fill 
the  inspection  positions  that  have  been  vacant  since  June. 
The  new  Inspectors  should  be  on  board  by  mid- January.

GPO/USGS/DMA  MAP  PROJECT 

The  GPO/USGS/DMA  map  distribution  project  officially  got 
underway  on  October  1,   1984;   and  the  first  shipments  of 
maps  to  depositories  were  mailed  in  mid-October.  These 
shipments,  containing  both  U.S.   Geolpgical  Survey  and 
Defense  Mapping  Agency  maps,  are  being  assembled  and  mailed 
to  depositories  from  the  USGS  facilities  in  Arlington, 
Virginia,   and  Denver,   Colorado.     The  Arlington  facility 
handles  all  the  DMA  maps  and  the  USGS  maps  of  areas  east 
of  the  Mississippi,  while  Denver  specializes  in  the  USGS 
maps  west  of  the  Mississippi.     Shipping  lists  are  compiled 
at  LPS  following  distribution,  much  in  the  same  way  that 
other  separate  shipments  are  processed,  and  are  sent  to  the 
depositories  as  soon  after  the  shipment  as  our  processing 
constraints  will  permit.     By  this  time,   over  1,000  USGS  and 
DMA  maps  have  been  distributed,  with  the  vast  majority  be- 
ing in  the  7.5  minute  topographic  quadrangle  series  from 
USGS.     LPS  personnel  are  cataloging  the  maps  into  the  OCLC 
data  base;   and  first  printed  cataloging  from  the  project 
will  appear  in  the  February  1985  Monthly  Catalog. 

For  those  libraries  which  may  be  experiencing  difficulties 
or  would  like  additional  information  on  the  project,  the 
following  contacts  should  be  used  for  different  aspects  of 
the  program.

**t!ARKETING  UPDATE** 


The  Depository  Library  awareness  campaign  has  been  in  full  swing  for  just 
over  a  year  now,  and  I  thought  this  would  be  a  good  time  to  take  a  look 
at  what  we  all  have  achieved  and  what  goals  we  should  set  for  the  future. 

-The  campaign  began  with  a  tv/o-fold  agenda: 

1.  to  alert  the  library  community  to  our  promotional  campaign  and  to 
request  their  support  of  it, 

2.  to  alert  the  general  public  to  the  Depository  Library  Program. 

Through  correspondence;   the  distribution  of  bookmarks,  posters,  and 
brochures;  speaking  engagements  at  selected  library  conferences;  ads  in 
major  library  journals;  and  the  promotion  of  Depository  Libraries  by 
individual  Government  documents  librarians,  we  are  building  a  strong 
educational  foundation  for  the  campaign.   -More  librarians  are  aware  of 
the  Program  and  are,   therefore,  more  likely  to  refer  their  patrons  to  the 
Depositories. 

Through  T\'  and  radio  public  service  announcements  (more  than  500 
stations,   plus  the  major  networks,  have  been  identified  as  airing  the 
spots)  we  are  reaching  millions  of  viewers  and  listeners  with  our 
message.     GPO's  Media  Specialist  is  individually  contacting  stations  in 
major  cities,   requesting  airtime  for  the  spots.     Print  PSAs  are  being 
developed  for  distribution  to  more  than  15,000  newspapers  and  magazines. 
This  should  be  a  particularly  effective  medium,  as  we  will  be  reaching  an 
audience  which  is  predisposed  to  reading,  and  thus  more  likely  to  use 
libraries . 

-  Future  Plans: 

The  Advertising  Council  has  recently  announced  its  support  of  the 
campaign.     This  Ad  Council  backing  should  increase  the  probability  of 
having  the  PSAs  aired  and  printed  all  across  the  country.     I  also  look 
forward  to  some  assistance  from  a  nationally  prominent  advertising  agency 
in  creating  additional  promotional  materials  and  enhancing  the 
distribution  of  our  PSAs. 

Speaking  engagements  to  non-library  organizations  (Chamber  of  Commerce, 
League  of  Women  Voters,  National  Educational  Association)  which  serve  as 
effective  multipliers,  are  being  considered  for  the  upcoming  year.  We 
hope  to  contact  representatives  of  national  organizations  who  can,  in 
turn,  relay  our  message  to  their  members.     Reaching  elementary  and  high 
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school  teachers  will  be  a  key  to  educating  the  next  generation  of 
Depository  users.     Continued  participation  in  the  National  Library  Week 
Partners  Program  will  further  our  involvement  with  national  non-library 
groups . 

Developing  greater  public  involvement  in  the  Depository  Library  Program 
will  be  a  gradual,  long  term  process.     The  general  public  must  first  be 
made  more  aware  of  the  Program,  educated  to  its  purpose,   then  motivated 
to  visit  and  revisit  the  Depositories.     Encouraging  people  to  establish 
new  habits,  whether  it  be  trying  a  new  grooming  product  or  visiting  a 
Depository  Library,  is  always  a  lengthy  process.     However,  together  we 
have  accomplished  a  great  deal  during  the  first  year  of  the  campaign  and, 
with  your  continued  support  and  cooperation,  we  look  forward  to  an 
equally  successfuly  program  in  the  upcoming  year.

96th     Congressional  Serial  Set 

In  ADMINISTRATIVE  NOTES   (December  1982,  Volume  3,  Number  1), 
the  Library  Programs  Service  surveyed  depository  libraries' 
needs  for  microfiche  to  fill  in  the  gaps  in  their  holdings 
of  the  96th  Congress,   1st  Session   (96-1)   Serial  Set  (indi- 
vidual reports  and  documents) .     Due  to  the  long  lapse  of  time 
involved  in  filling  the  gaps,   a  second  survey  was  run  and 
tallied  in  August  1984.     The  surveys  were  counted  and  the 
microfiche  were  ordered  in  September  1984.     The  microfiche 
contractor  delivered  the  last  group  of  titles  to  LPS  on 
October  2,   1984.     The  gaps  for  the  96th  Congress  1st  Session 
were  mailed  to  the  depository  libraries  who  requested  missing 
microfiche.     This  was  mailed  as  two  separate  packages;  and 
the  second  part  should  be  received  by  the  end  of  January  1985. 

During  the  GODORT  meetings  in  Dallas,  Texas,  the  issue  of 
depository  library  gaps  in  the  96th  Congress,   2nd  Session 
(96-2)   Congressional  Serial  Set  was  raised.     In  an  effort  to 
determine  the  scope  of  this  problem,  LPS  requested  that 
depository  libraries  report  their  96-2  requirements  by  Sep- 
tember 30,   1984.     After  compiling  the  responses,  LPS  has 
found  the  problem  to  be  quite  limited.     In  fact,  only  13.3% 
of  the  libraries  reported  gaps  for  the  2nd  Session.  Since 
the  libraries  did  have  enough  notice  to  make  a  proper  selec- 
tion before  the  original  96th  Congress  2nd  Session  microfiche 
were  distributed,  the  number  of  libraries  with  any  gaps  is 
predictably  small .     And  because  the  cost  to  the  Government  to 
provide  the  microfiche  at  this  point  would  be  approximately 
$16,500,  LPS  will  not  be  reissuing  portions  of  the  96-2 
Serial  Set  to  fill  depository  library  gaps.

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The  Serial  Set  dividers,  title  pages,   and  table  of  contents 
were  distributed  for  96-1  and  96-2  on  shipping  list  M840917-1. 
These  titles  were  mailed  as  a  separate  package  to  all  librar- 
ies entitled  to  receive  this  material.     Libraries  which  were 
not  on  the  list  of  depository  libraries,  or  which  had  not 
selected  microfiche  reports  and  documents  for  the  96th  Cong- 
ress at  the  end  of  1978  were  not  entitled  to  receive  this 
material.     The  dividers,   tables  of  contents,  and  title  pages, 
when  filed  into  the  proper  section,  will  convert  the  individ- 
ual reports  and  documents  on  microfiche  into  the  U.S.  Cong- 
ressional Serial  Set.
